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This  tine  high-relief  portrait  medal  was  designed  in  1946  by  the  late  Prof. 
A.  Loewental  of  Lincoln  to  commemorate  the  victory  of  the  Allies  and  the 
indomitable  leadership  of  Winston  Churchill.  A  limited  number  of  2\  inch 
bronze  medals  was  struck. 


We  have  now  arranged  for  a  new  issue  of  2"  medals  to  be  made,  and  these 
will  be  of  identical  design  except  for  the  addition  of  the  inscription  “  Ob. 
24  Jan.  1965  ”  below  the  bust.  These  medals  will  be  issued  in  bronze, 
sterling  silver,  9  carat  gold  and  22  carat  gold. 

These  medals  will  be  of  fine  workmanship,  the  first  ones  being  available 
about  the  end  of  March.  The  22  carat  gold  medal  will  be  a  limited  issue 
of  only  500  numbered  copies:  they  will  contain  approximately  3.5  ozs.  of 
pure  gold,  will  be  hall-marked  at  Goldsmith’s  Hall,  and  will  be  issued  in 
velvet-lined  leather  cases.  The  9  carat  gold  medals  (approx.  2.6  ozs.)  and 
the  bronze  and  silver  medals  will  be  issued  in  cardboard  boxes,  though 
leather  cases  can  be  supplied  at  24/-  extra.  No  orders  will  be  accepted 
after  31st  September  1965,  and  on  the  completion  of  orders  it  is  proposed 
to  donate  the  dies  to  the  British  Museum.

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LAND  OF  MY  FATHERS. 

By  David  William  Evans. 

Of  all  the  multifarious  issues  of  coins  which  are  available  for  the  attention  of 
the  collector  perhaps  none  has  the  perennial  appeal  of  the  token  series.  These 
private  coins  are  a  source  of  endless  interest  to  beginner  and  veteran  alike ;  for  what 
other  pieces  can  provide  such  a  detailed  and  fascinating  commentary  on  British 
economic  and  social  history? 

The  field  is  so  vast  that  practically  all  aspects  of  life  are  portrayed — fashions, 
architecture,  politics,  industry  are  all  represented.  How  effective  are  the  straight¬ 
forward  legends  ;  “  More  Trade,  Fewer  Taxes  “  Success  to  the  Coal  Trade  ”  or 
“  The  Wooden  Walls  of  Old  England.”  They  get  their  message  across  with  the 
telling  force  of  simplicity. 

In  fact  the  very  abundance  of  token  coinage,  desirable  though  it  is,  can  create 
its  own  problem.  Too  often  the  new  collector,  in  his  initial  enthusiasm,  will 
extend  his  interests  in  all  directions.  Inevitably — and  before  very  long — his  available 
capital  is  absorbed,  progress  is  halted  and  discouragement  is  the  sad  result. 

In  other  words,  sooner  or  later,  the  need  to  specialise  becomes  paramount; 
to  set  one’s  sights  upon  a  more  limited  target.  There  is  no  lack  of  choice  here. 
Collecting  by  town,  or  county;  celebrities  or  architecture;  transport  or  commerce; 
these  are  just  some  of  the  various  themes  which  suggest  themselves.  In  this 
prolific  series  there  is  sure  to  be  a  subject  of  particular  appeal  to  each  individual 
collector. 
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To  a  numismatist  of  Welsh  extraction,  for  example,  it  would  hardly  be  sur¬ 
prising  if  the  collection  of  Welsh  tokens  occurred  as  a  natural  objective.  Added  to 
patriotic  considerations  is  the  satisfying  thought  of  a  well-defined  field  of  study, 
neatly  circumscribed  by  limiting  factors  of  national  boundaries.  It  would  seem 
an  appropriate  and  quite  feasible  project  on  which  to  embark. 

The  plan  would  be  off  to  a  good  start.  After  all  the  whole  of  the  18th  century 
token  avalanche  was  triggered  off  by  the  Anglesey  copper  tycoon,  Thomas  Williams. 

He  brought  this  about  with  his  Pary’s  Mine  Company  tokens  ;  handsome  coins 
which  bore  the  famous  “  Druid’s  Head  ”  obverse.  They  were  struck  in  very 
large  quantities  from  1787  onwards.  It  was  the  success  of  this  issue  which  prompted 
John  Wilkinson,  the  Midlands  ironmaster,  to  follow  suit  with  his  own  tokens. 
Thomas  Williams  preferred  anonimity  but  John  Wilkinson  was  not  so  reticent  and 
featured  his  portrait  on  the  obverse  of  his  halfpennies. 

To  the  impressive  and  copious  Anglesey  specimens  would  soon  be  added 
examples  of  the  “  North  Wales  ”  and  “  South  Wales  ”  halfpennies  and  farthings.  ( 
With  their  designs  including  Welsh  Plumes  and  Welsh  Harps  the  collection  would 
take  on  a  suitable  Celtic  appearance. 

Typical  national  industries  could  be  well-represented  by  the  Carmarthen 
Ironworks  halfpenny  and  the  Flint  Lead  Works  coins;  both  depicting  contemporary 
industrial  scenes.  To  complement  this  section  of  the  collection  what  better  than  a 
Glanclywed  penny  from  Denbighshire  and  a  Nantrhydnyvilas  penny  from  Swansea: 
names  which  flow  with  a  chracteristic  mellifluity  ? 

Glamorgan  also  offers  a  Welsh  castle  and  a  portrait  of  a  Welsh  king  of  olden 
days.  All  these  items  are  very  appropriate  to  the  series.  Apart  from  a  slight 
dizziness  brought  about  by  assiduous  counting  of  acorns  on  the  Anglesey  tokens 
no  serious  difficulties  are  yet  apparent  in  the  self-appointed  task. 

But  soon  a  spanner  would  be  thrown  into  the  works!  Consider  the  border 
county  of  Monmouthshire.  Many  a  heated  argument  has  raged  concerning  the 
proper  classification  of  this  county.  Some  will  state  dogmatically  that  its  true 
designation  is  Welsh;  others  assert,  equally  strongly,  that  the  county  belongs  to 
England.  One  stoutly-held  theory  holds  that  each  country  has  possession  in 
alternate  centuries. 

A  glance  at  a  gazeteer  soon  decides  the  matter.  Monmouthshire  is  unequi¬ 
vocally  English,  so  that’s  that.  Yet  how  naturally  the  tokens  of  Monmouthshire 
ally  themselves  with  the  Welsh  grouping.  Contemplate  place  of  origin  such  as 
Abergavenny  and  Caerleon;  issuers’  names  such  as  William  Meredith,  Edward  d 
Lewis,  James  Powell  and  Walter  Morgan!  English  ?  Surely  there  would  seem  to  ™ 
be  the  closest  affinity  with  “  The  Land  of  Song.”  It  is  hardly  fair  to  preclude 
these  coins  from  their  obvious  associations.  So  there  is  a  hard  decision  to  make 
for  a  start. 

Another  complication  arises.  Some  of  the  “  English  ”  token  issues  bear  a 
clear  reference  to  Wales,  either  in  design,  legend,  or  in  both.  The  list  is  quite 
formidable.  Take,  for  instance,  the  Bristol  &  S.  Wales  penny.  It  has  the  Welsh 
Plumes  (Prince  of  Wales’  Feathers)  on  the  reverse.  Then  it  is  difficult  to  ignore 
the  Birmingham  tokens.  They  include  legends  like  “  Birmingham  &  S.  Wales,” 

“  Birmingham  &  Neath  ”  and  “  Birmingham  &  Swansea.”  All  must  be  candi¬ 
dates  for  inclusion  in  a  Welsh  collection. 

Next,  over  to  the  South-East  and  the  county  of  Essex.  Here  are  found  19th 
century  tokens  stating  on  the  one  side,  “  Rolling  Mills  at  Walthamstow  ”  while 
the  reverse  reads“  Smelting  Works  at  Landore  ” — which  is  situated  near  Swansea  ! 
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This  particular  company  refined  the  iron  ore  at  Landore  and  then  shipped 
the  metal  round  the  south  coast  to  the  Thames  Estuary  where  it  was  processed. 
Do  not  these  tokens  belong  equally  to  the  English  and  the  Welsh  series  ? 

While  in  the  south-east  it  would  be  convenient  to  ponder  the  influence  of  the 
playboy  Prince  Regent  who,  about  that  time,  was  leading  the  gay  life  at  Brighton. 
“  Prinny  ”  and  his  consort  appear  on  several  of  the  contemporary  token  halfpennies. 
His  title  of  “  Prince  of  Wales  ”  appears  on  these  coins  as  do  the  Welsh  Plumes. 
Once  again  there  would  appear  to  be  a  strong  case  for  the  inclusion  of  these  items 
in  any  really  comprehensive  collection. 

Another  little  problem  is  posed  by  a  variety  of  the  Anglesea  halfpenny.  The 
usual  druid’s  head  is  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  most  unexpected — The 
Associated  Irish  Miners’  Arms !  Should  this  connection  be  taken  seriously  ?  Was 
there,  indeed,  any  link  between  the  Welsh  mines  in  Anglesey  and  the  Irish  mines 
in  Wicklow  ?  Probably  not  and  it  may  be  advisable  to  dismiss  this  token  as  being  a 
mule,  though  admittedly  a  Welsh  one. 

Here  is  a  Warwickshire  token — or  is  it  ?  On  the  obverse,  as  is  usual,  is  found 
the  head  of  John  Wilkinson.  The  reverse  shows  not  the  usual  scene,  of  a  furnace 
and  steam-hammer,  but  a  Welsh  Harp  and  the  legend  “  N.  Wales  Halfpenny.” 
Should  this  coin  be  disqualified  from  inclusion  on  a  mere  technicality  ?  It  requires 
another  awkward  decision  from  the  would-be  specialist. 

Equally  confusing  is  a  lightweight  token  halfpenny  purporting  tc  be  a  South 
Wales  halfpenny,  complete  with  harp.  The  obverse  portrait,  however,  is  of 
Thomas  Seymour.  He  was  a  Duke  of  Somerset  in  the  Middle  Ages  and  his 
connection  with  Welsh  history  would  seem  a  little  obscure. 

There  are  other  debatable  examples  and,  by  now,  it  is  becoming  plain  that  high 
hopes  of  a  clear-cut  line  of  demarcation  are  fading  fast.  It  is  not  easy  to  be  too 
precise  ;  too  much  of  the  whole  picture  would  be  left  on  the  outside. 

Never  mind  !  Some  consolation  is  to  be  derived  from  this  view  of  intermingled 
English  and  Welsh  tokens.  It  is  not,  perhaps,  without  some  significance.  Over 
the  generations,  since  the  start  of  the  Industrial  Revolution,  Welshmen  have  left 
their  native  land  to  settle  in  other  centres  of  heavy  industry. 

They  have  exchanged  their  traditional  skills  with  the  working  of  coal  and 
metals  for  a  chance  to  improve  their  standard  of  living.  The  result  is  that,  today, 
wherever  heavy  industry  is  concentrated  there  is  found  a  strong  contingent  of  the 
Welsh  race.  This  applies  not  only  to  the  Midlands,  North-East  and  London 
areas  but  to  districts  as  remote  from  Wales  as  Philadelphia  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

The  scholars  may  argue,  learnedly,  the  respective  merits  of  various  token  coins ; 
are  they  Genuine  Trade  Tokens,  mules,  forgeries  and  so  forth.  This  is  a  worthy 
pursuit  and  can  add  useful  knowledge  to  the  subject  of  private  coinage. 

On  the  other  hand  an  overall  survey  of  the  origins  and  designs  of  unofficial 
coins  may  reveal  the  causes  and  effects  of  the  changing  pattern  of  social  and  indus¬ 
trial  development.  This  innate  characteristic  is  what  makes  the  study  of  tokens 
such  a  satisfying  and  absorbing  pastime. 

COLLECTOR  S  PIECE.

When  I  was  a  young  collector,  keen  but  green,  I  went  to  hear  a  paper  given  to 
members  of  a  local  Coin  and  Medal  society.  The  speaker  was  elderly  and  dis¬ 
tinguished.  He  was  a  well-known  antiquarian,  gruff,  sparing  of  words,  and  he 
had  the  reputation  of  being  reserved  in  all  his  relationships. 
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His  subject  that  evening  was  the  work  of  Thomas  Simon,  an  artist  who,  in  the 
time  of  Cromwell  and  Charles  II,  produced  a  series  of  coins,  medals  and  seals 
which,  so  the  numismatic  world  agrees,  have  never  been  bettered  by  any  engraver 
in  this  country.  He  produced  some  choice  examples  from  his  own  cabinets,  and 
after  the  meeting  was  over,  braving  a  rebuff,  I  had  the  nerve  to  ask  if  I  could  examine 
one  or  two  of  the  items  more  closely. 

Something  in  my  enthusiasm  must  have  appealed  to  V.  for,  much  to  my  surprise 
and  pleasure,  he  asked  me  whether  I  would  like  to  visit  him  one  day,  to  see  the 
fuller  range  of  his  possessions.  We  made  a  firm  arrangement,  and  in  due  course 
I  went. 

This  was  the  first  of  many  meetings  which  in  course  of  time  grew  almost  into 
a  habit.  V.  did  not  thaw  on  better  acquaintance,  for  a  certain  dryness  was  ingrained, 
but  he  was  invaluable  to  a  student,  for  he  had  so  much,  knew  so  much,  and  was 
always  to  the  point.  His  home  was  a  treasure-store  which  I  came  to  know  well. 
There  was  scarcely  a  thing  in  it  unfitted  for  a  museum,  but  the  coins  were  the 
cream  of  the  cream.  Moreover,  while  V.  knew  a  certain  amount  about  several 
branches  of  collecting,  on  coins  he  spoke  ex  cathedra.  Now  and  again  he  would 
sell  me  a  duplicate,  always  at  a  fair  valuation.  Sometimes  he  even  allowed  me  what 
was  almost  a  bargain. 

V.  and  his  wife  were  childless.  Mrs.  V.  was  a  scholar,  though  her  interests 
did  not  extend  to  coins.  She  would  receive  me  kindly,  be  present  at  the  single 
ceremonial  glass  of  sherry  or  marsala  with  which  V.  liked  to  accompany  our  dis¬ 
cussions,  and  then  she  would  fade  away,  leaving  us  to  it. 

As  years  went  by,  my  visits  grew  less  frequent,  and  then  ceased  altogether. 
V.  grew  still  older,  infirmity  came  upon  him,  and  he  ceased  to  receive  anyone  at 
all.  When  he  died,  it  was  only  natural  to  wonder  what  would  become  of  his 
collection. 

About  six  months  after  the  funeral  I  was  surprised  to  receive  a  note  from  V.’s 
widow  asking  me  if  I  could  make  it  convenient  to  call,  though  to  say  that  I  was 
surprised  is  to  put  it  mildly,  for  our  acquaintance,  though  polite,  had  always  been 
distant.  I  never  felt  sure  whether  or  not  Mrs.  V.  thought  my  visits  had  made  V. 
too  excited.  I  did  my  best  not  to  tax  him,  but  absorption  is  catching. 

When  I  called  at  the  house,  after  what  was  an  absence  of  the  better  part  of  two 
years,  I  found  that  nothing  had  been  changed.  Evidently  there  would  be  no  sale, 
at  least  until  after  Mrs.  V.’s  demise.  Her  manner  was  warmer  than  before,  and 
after  the  usual  greetings  and  enquiries  she  led  me  into  V.’s  old  study,  where  he 
kept  the  coin  cabinets.  There  she  offered  me  a  glass  of  sherry  from  the  cut-glass 
decanter.  As  I  sipped  it  I  wondered  whether  it  had  been  disturbed,  apart  from 
dusting,  since  the  time  of  V.’s  death. 

“  You  must  be  wondering,”  said  Mrs.  V.,  “  why  I  suggested  you  should  call, 
but  V.  used  to  enjoy  your  visits  so  much,  I  thought  you  might  like  something  to 
remember  him  by.” 

At  this  sentence  my  heart  gave  a  bound.  Perhaps — perhaps  Mrs.  V.  would 
offer  me  an  item  from  the  Cromwell  cabinet,  and  if  she  did,  what  would  I  dare 
suggest  ?  I  knew  exactly  what  I  wanted  most,  the  excessively  rare  fifty  shilling 
piece,  but  that  was  gold,  and  was  ruled  out  as  altogether  too  valuable.  It  would 
have  to  be  the  half  crown  of  1656,  which  a  dealer  would  have  described  as  VF  EF — 
i.e.  a  very  fine  example  bordering  on  the  exceptional.  Yes,  I  sighed  to  myself,  it 
would  have  to  be  the  halfcrown. 

Mrs.  V.  turned  towards  the  cabinet,  and  then  she  took  up  a  cigar  box  which 
stood  to  one  side.  She  placed  it  in  my  hands.  “  There,”  she  said,  “  I’m  sure 
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my  husband  w7ould  have  been  glad  for  you  to  have  this  little  souvenir  of  your 
meetings.” 

I  bowed,  and  was  dismissed  as  kindly  as  I  had  been  greeted.  Perhaps  ...  I 
thought,  but  I  wTas  wrong.  The  box  w7as  half  full  of  very,  very  dry  cigars,  and  there 
wras  no  little  surprise  of  any  kind  concealed  underneath  them.  Collectors  become 
steeled  against  mischances,  and  they  soon  forget  them  in  the  delight  of  bargain  or 
discovery,  but  somehow7,  w7hen  I  now  think  of  V.,  it  is  old  tobacco,  not  Thomas 
Simon,  which  first  comes  to  mind.

Prehistoric  Currency. 

In  recent  months  in  the  Bulletin  some  interesting  comments  have  been  made  by 
both  Mr.  Wooton  and  Mr.  Grinsell  (Sept. -Dec.  1964)  on  the  subject  of  prehistoric 
currency.  The  problem  is  a  complex  if  interesting  one,  and  it  is  important  to  be 
quite  clear  that  in  considering  prehistoric  material  the  term  ‘  currency  ’  can  only  be 
used  in  its  broadest  sense  to  cover  objects  of  a  non-functional  nature  which  may 
have  had  an  economic  significance.  Into  this  category  fall  a  wide  number  of  objects. 

In  Reinecks  A1  (the  earliest  phase  of  the  Bronze  Age  in  S.W.  Germany)  which 
can  be  dated  to  the  first  half  of  the  second  millenium,  we  find  curious  pennanular 
rings  with  spiral  terminals  known  as  ingot  tores.  These  occur  in  hoards,  and  it  is 
likely  that  they  are  of  certain  established  sizes  although  no  definite  examination  has 
been  made  to  find  out  the  units  employed.  These,  as  the  name  implies,  could  have 
been  ingots  of  metal  or  could  have  been  w^orn  as  a  demonstrable  form  of  wealth, 
like  tiaras  today.  Associated  with  them  are  another  type  of  ingot,  known  as  ‘  rippen- 
barren  ’  which  could  also  have  been  a  form  of  currency.  Both  appear  in  the  fol- 
lowdng  period  in  the  brilliant  bronze  working  Unetice  culture. 

Although  the  Fayum  arrowheads  do  not  belong  to  the  category  of  currency, 
as  Mr.  Wooton  says  certain  stone  implements  may  w7ell  do.  Among  these  are  the 
fine  jade  axes  imported  to  Britain  from  the  Continent  in  the  Neolithic  Age  (perhaps 
third  millenium).  These  are  too  fine  and  delicate  to  have  been  used  as  ordinary 
tools. 

References  have  been  made  to  currency  bars,  which  seem  to  be  rough-outs  for 
iron  sw7ords.  This  brings  up  the  question  of  whether  swords  could  have  been 
currency  at  any  time.  In  the  Shaft  Graves  at  Mycenae  (16th  cent,  b.c.)  far  more 
swords  were  found  than  could  possibly  have  been  of  use  to  the  owners,  and  it  is 
possible  that  they  had  an  economic  significance. 

Apart  from  the  Breton  axes  referred  to,  other  bronze  axes  may  have  been  used 
in  currency.  A  hoard  of  what  could  be  currency  axes  was  found  at  Nule  in  Sardinia 
of  the  Nuraghic  culture,  dating  from  the  ninth-century  B.c. 

These  are  only  a  few  examples  of  possible  currency,  and  many  more  might  be 
found.  Many  types  may  have  served  a  dual  purpose  of  being  both  currency  in  the 
specific  sense  and  also  status  items,  like  the  glass  beads  used  in  the  Solomon  Islands, 
and  as  such  would  be  termed  money  tokens  by  anthropologists.  In  order  to  under¬ 
stand  the  term  ‘  currency  ’  in  its  application  in  prehistory  it  is  important  to  be  fully 
aware  of  the  concepts  involved  in  primitive  economics. 

Numisma tic  Magazines. 

I  notice  wfith  interest  the  launching  this  year  of  a  new  magazine  on  coins,  Coins 
and  Medals.  New  journals  in  English  on  coins  are  to  be  welcomed,  whatever  the 
nature  of  their  contents,  as  there  are  far  too  few  in  Britain  compared  w7ith  the  many 
excellent  publications  issued  on  the  Continent.  ‘  Coins  and  Medals,’  it  appears, 
is  going  to  cater  for  the  beginner  and  the  collector  whose  interest  in  actually  getting 
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to  know  about  his  coins  is  limited  to  wanting  to  read  very  general  articles  without 
going  into  technicalities.  As  most  collectors  belong  to  this  category  it  fills  an 
important  gap. 

At  the  opposite  extreme  we  have  our  institutions,’  Numismatic  Chronicle  and  the 
British  Numismatic  Journal,  both  of  which  are  aimed  at  the  student  and  professional 
numismatist  rather  than  the  average  collector.  The  only  periodical  which  caters 
for  all  tastes  is  this  Bulletin,  and  it  is  perhaps  out  of  place  to  praise  it  here!  Never¬ 
theless  it  has  no  rival  which  caters  as  it  does  for  the  serious  collector  who  finds 
Num.  Chron.  and  B.N.J.  too  infrequent  and  just  too  specialized  for  him,  but  who  is 
genuinely  interested  in  learning  about  all  aspects  of  coinage.  There  are,  of  course, 
other  trade  magazine-coin  lists,  but  these  generally  have  a  very  short  magazine  part. 

It  is  a  great  pity  that  Britain  does  not  have  some  regular  magazine  which  caters 
for  the  serious  collector  (like  Switzerland’s  Schweizer  Miinzbldtter ),  and  covers  all 
fields.  It  is  also  a  pity  perhaps  that  many  valuable  articles  on  coins  find  their  way 
into  the  pages  of  journals  like  Journal  of  Hellenic  Studies ,  Proceedings  of  the  Society 
of  Antiquaries  of  Scotland  and  so  on,  on  a  national  level,  and  in  the  “  Proceedings  ” 
and  “  Transactions  ”  of  various  archaeological  and  historical  societies  on  a  regional 
level.  Some  of  these  become  offprints,  and  collectors  can  find  out  where  to  buy 
copies  by  consulting  the  list  of  ‘  Current  and  Forthcoming  Offprints  ’  issued  by  the 
Council  for  British  Archaeology,  10,  Bolton  Gardens,  London,  but  many  remain 
inaccessible  for  the  average  collector  to  read. 

Greek  Coins  from  the  British  Isles. 

In  my  last  column  I  made  some  observations  on  Byzantine  coins  from  the 
British  Isles,  and  mentioned  that  many  experts  were  extremely  dubious  as  to  their 
validity,  though,  as  I  should  perhaps  have  stated,  there  are  some  who  consider  the 
evidence  taken  as  a  whole  to  be  fairly  sound  proof  that  the  coins  reached  Britain  in 
antiquity. 

Much  more  certain  is  the  picture  concerning  Greek  coins  from  the  British  Isles 
of  which  perhaps  about  250  are  now  known,  many  more  than  were  published  by 
Milne  in  his  ‘  Finds  of  Greek  Coins  from  the  British  Isles  ’  in  1948.  Milne  sug¬ 
gested  that  they  came  to  Britain  as  scrap  metal  and  were  traded  from  the  south 
coast,  mainly  Dorset.  The  new  finds,  however,  somewhat  alter  the  distribution 
pattern  (or  perhaps  I  should  say  the  old  finds  now  recognized)  and  Milne’s  theory, 
even  in  1948  somewhat  dubious,  requires  to  be  reconsidered.  The  curious  thing  is 
that  apart  from  coins  almost  no  Greek  imports  reached  Britain,  except  perhaps  for 
a  find  made  recently  in  Cornwall,  although  Greek  objects  have  been  found  on  the 
Continent,  including  France. 

I  am  at  present  carrying  out  research  on  the  question  of  these  coins,  and  would  be 
very  grateful  if  readers  could  supply  me  with  information  relating  to  such  finds) 
apart  from  those  published  by  Milne  (with  which  they  are  acquainted).  My  address 
is  27,  Hope  St.,  Lanark,  Scotland. 

MUSEUM  ROBBERIES. 

With  growing  concern  we  note  the  number  of  Museums  that  have  been  broken  into 
recently  and  the  large  number  of  coins  that  have  been  stolen  from  their  collections. 

The  latest  thefts  have  been  from  Newark  Municipal  Museum  and  the  Moyses  Hall 
Museum  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  and  these  follow  burglaries  at,  amongst  others,  Alnwick  Castle, 
Wells,  Penrith,  St.  Ives  (Hunts.),  Peterborough  and  Chelmsford. 

The  installation  of  the  most  modern  protective  devices  by  the  main  coin  dealers — following 
burglaries  some  years  ago  at  these  premises  and  at  those  of  another  London  dealer — will,  we 
hope,  provide  adequate  protection  against  even  the  most  professional  burglar.  We  wonder, 
however,  if  all  museum  curators  are  aware  of  the  dangers  resulting  from  their  coin  collections 
being  inadequately  guarded.  It  may  well  be  that  some  museum  authorities  are  not  fully 
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aware  of  the  extent  to  which  coin  values  have  risen  in  recent  years.  If  show  cases  containing 
coins  and  museum  premises  in  which  coins  are  stored  are  not  properly  secured,  then  unneces¬ 
sary  temptation  is  put  in  the  way  of  those  who  do  not  distinguish  between  meum  and 
teum.  We  speak  from  bitter  experience! 

On  two  occasions  recently  we  have  been  able  to  assist  in  the  apprehension  of  thieves, 
but  it  is  not  always  easy  to  ensure  that  every  coin  offered  to  us  has  been  acquired  legitimately. 
Due  to  pressure  of  work  the  police  are  not  always  able  to  give  us  lists  of  stolen  coins  without 
some  delay.  It  would  certainly  help  if  museums  (and  collectors)  had  detailed  records  of 
their  collections — and  also  informed  us  promptly  in  the  event  of  loss! 

Newark  Municipal  Museum.  Between  the  22nd  and  23rd  December,  1964,  the 
Museum  was  forcibly  entered  and  propertv  stolen  including  the  following  17  gold  coins  : 

Henry  VIII  crown;  Edward  VI  half  crown;  Elizabeth  I  crown;  James  I  unites  (4), 
half  unite,  Britain  crown,  half  laurel,  quarter  laurels  (2);  Charles  l,  half  unite  crowns  (4) 

Moyses  Hall  Museum,  Bury  St.  Edmund.  A  collection  of  British  and  Roman  coins 
was  stolen  between  5  p.m.,  Monday,  11th  January  and  9.15  a.m.  on  the  12th.  Many  of  the 
coins  were  from  local  mints  and  some  from  the  mint  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  were  apparently 
unique.  They  include  :

Roman  coins  from  the  Republic  (1)  and  Augustus  to  Honorius,  including  gold  of  Hadrian, 

Valentinian  II,  Gratian,  Theodosius,  Arcadius  and  Honorius.

Postscript.  We  have  just  heard  about  the  theft  of  many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  coins 
from  the  famous  Chateau  Ramzav  collection  at  Montreal.

FACTS  AND  FIGURES  —  1963. 

Just  published  is  the  94th  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy  Master  and  Controller  of  the 
Royal  Mint  for  the  year  1963,  we  can  supply  at  8/-  plus  6d  postage. 

We  cull  the  following  from  the  report. 

American  Curiosity.  The  mint’s  correspondence  increased  considerably  owing  to  the 
insatiable  curiosity  of  American  collectors. 

Sovereigns.  Over  10  million  British  sovereigns  were  struck  3  m.  dated  1962  and  7  m. 
dated  1963,  so  that  the  Bank  of  England  could  release  more  abroad  where  unsatisfied  demand 
might  give  rise  to  a  renewal  of  counterfeiting. 

Cyprus.  A  new  set  of  coins  was  produced,  the  first  since  the  island’s  independence, 
to  replace  the  coinage  of  1955.  The  obverse  shows  emblems  of  the  republic  and  replaces 
the  Queen’s  effigy.  The  reverses  are  pleasing  and  depict  the  trade  and  products  of  the  island. 
A  new  aluminum  1  mil  replaces  the  bronze  3  mils. 

Ceylon.  First  re-coinage  since  its  independence  in  1948.  The  obverse  shows  the 
Lion  of  Kandy  with  a  crowned  circle  of  lotus  petals,  with  scroll  beneath;  reverse — values. 

Tonga.  Three  gold  coins,  1,  |  and  J  koula  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  centenary  of 
Emancipation.

X-Ray  Fluorescence  Analysis.  The  mint  have  bought  a  Solartron  Automatic  X-Ray 
Fluorescence  Spectrometer  complete  with  24  channels  and  punch  card  programming.  So 
far  this  has  been  used  on  the  assay  of  bronze  and  has  proved  a  considerable  saving  in  time 
as  each  sample  only  takes  approximately  two  minutes.  It  has  also  been  used  for  the  identi¬ 
fication  of  the  constituents  of  the  old  and  counterfeit  coins.

SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  ORDER  OF  THE  DOORANEE 

EMPIRE. 

By  Ernest  j.  Martin. 

Shooja-uf-mulk  and  Dost  Mohamed  were,  in  1839.  rivals  for  the  throne  of 
Afghanistan.  British  policy  favoured  the  former,  and  he  was  placed  on  the  throne 
with  the  help  of  troops  of  the  Queen’s  and  Company’s  armies,  and  a  specially- 
raised  native  army  commanded  by  British  officers.  To  reward  these,  and  the 
principal  officers  of  the  British  and  Indian  regiments  engaged,  Shah  Shooja  instituted 
the  Order  of  the  Dooranee  Empire.  Little  seems  to  be  known  about  the  Order, 
and  the  published  information  is  contradictory  and  largely  incorrect. 

According  to  A.  A.  Payne  (“  British  and  Foreign  Orders,  War  Medals  and 
Decorations  ”)  the  Order  was  inaugurated  at  a  ceremony  in  Cabul  on  17  September 
1839,  when  the  names  of  six  knights  of  the  first  class,  19  of  the  second,  and  36  third 
class  awards  were  announced.  Hastings  Irwin  (“  War  Medals  and  Decorations  ”) 
gives  the  number  of  awards  as  6  first  class,  18  second  and  40  third.  Below,  however, 
will  be  found  the  names  of  8  recipients  of  the  first  class,  17/20  second  class,  and 
71/77  third  class.  The  uncertainty  of  the  actual  numbers  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
different  authorities  give  different  classes  of  the  award  as  having  been  granted  to 
some,  while  in  other  cases  the  awards  although  recorded  in  the  Army  List  or 
regimental  history  do  not  appear  in  the  Gazette.  The  fact  that  no  Gazette  entry 
can  be  found  is,  however,  no  proof  that  no  award  was  made,  as  many  well-authenti¬ 
cated  cases  are  known  where  no  Gazette  notification  is  tracable.  Where  known,  the 
date  of  the  Gazette  entry  is  noted  below  in  the  brief  details  of  each  recipient.  Even 
the  higher  totals  given  may  not  be  complete.  The  latest  tracable  award  of  the  Order 
was  gazetted  in  March  1845.  The  “  Journal  of  the  United  Service  Institution 
of  India  ”  (vol.  XXXVIII,  p.  521,  quoted  by  V.  C.  P.  Hodson  in  “  Officers  of 
the  Bengal  Army,”  vol.  I,  p.  xxxiii)  states  that  the  decoration  was  withdrawn  from 
British  recipients  after  our  departure  from  Afghanistan,  but  that  some  of  them 
were  not  handed  in,  which,  seeing  that  they  were  gold,  is  not  surprising. 

The  badge  of  the  Order  is  a  Maltese  cross,  with  balls  at  each  point,  and  with 
swords  crossed,  in  saltire,  between  the  arms  of  the  cross.  In  the  centre  is  a  circle  of 
pearls,  within  which  on  a  blue  and  green  enamelled  ground,  is  a  Persian  inscription 
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in  gold.  Irwin  gives  the  meaning  of  the  inscription  as  “  Pearl  of  the  Age,”  while 
Payne  states  that  there  are  two  mottos,  “  Authority  is  from  God  alone,”  and  “  Every 
brave  man  recognizes  his  sway.”  This  badge,  suspended  either  from  a  ring  and  bar, 
or  from  a  ring  alone,  is  used  as  the  insignia  of  the  third  class. 

The  insignia  of  the  second  class  comprised  a  star,  which  was  an  8-pointed 
silver  cut  cross  with  rays  between  the  arms,  upon  which  was  the  badge  of  the  Order 
in  gold.  The  neck  badge  was  similar  to  the  third  class  badge,  but  with  a  suspender 
consisting  of  crossed  swords  and  an  8-barred  crown.  Irwin  states  that  the  reverse 
of  the  badge  was  of  scarlet  enamel,  with  a  green  enamelled  circular  border  with 
gold  lines  traced  over  it,  and  bearing  in  the  centre,  in  gold  letters,  “  2nd  class, 
23rd  July  1839.” 

In  1919,  Glendinings  dispersed  the  famous  Palmer  collection,  which  included 
the  2nd  class  Dooranee  Empire  awarded  to  Q.M.G.  Neil  Campbell.  The  various 
insignia  were  illustrated  in  the  sale  catalogue,  and  comprised  the  star  and  neck 
badge  as  described,  with  in  addition  a  smaller  badge  for  wear  on  the  breast,  similar 
generally  to  the  neck  badge,  but  1  7/16  in.  square  only,  and  27/l6  in.  from  bottom  to  top. 
Irwin  states,  incorrectly,  that  a  badge  of  this  size  was  worn  by  the  3rd  class. 

The  first  class  insignia,  as  described  by  Irwin,  consisted  of  an  8-pointed  silver 
cut  star,  upon  which  was  superimposed  the  badge  of  the  Order  with  a  diamond 
in  the  centre  of  each  arm,  and  with  17  pearls  surrounding  the  central  enamelled 
device,  together  with  a  neck  badge  similar  to  that  of  the  2nd  class.  Incidently, 
Irwin  makes  a  great  point  of  the  number  of  pearls,  which  he  states  differed  for  each 
class.  In  point  of  fact,  examination  of  a  number  of  specimens — all,  in  fact,  that  have 
come  to  the  notice  of  the  writer — indicates  that  there  was  no  standard  number 
for  any  class.  Although  Irwin  states  that  the  first  class  star  had  17  pearls,  the  only 
one  seen  is  that  awarded  to  Sir  Willoughby  Cotton,  which  had  13  only.  Irwin  says 
that  the  second  class  star  had  18  pearls,  and  the  badge  20  pearls,  and  this  in  fact 
tallies  with  Neil  Campbell’s  insignia  above  mentioned,  and  which,  it  seems  certain, 
was  used  by  Irwin  as  a  basis  for  his  rescription  of  the  insignia  of  all  three  classes. 

With  regard  to  the  third  class  badge,  Irwin  states  that  this  had  14  pearls  surround¬ 
ing  the  central  device,  and  the  specimen  illustrated. by  Tancred  (“  Historical  Record  of 
Medals  ”),  p.  263,  has  exactly  this  number,  as  does  that  awarded  to  Colonel  Persse, 
which  is  illustrated  in  Graham’s  “  History  of  the  16th  (Queen’s)  Light  Dragoons.” 
The  specimen  illustrated  in  Colonel  E.  A.  H.  Webb’s  “  History  of  the  Services 
of  the  17th  (Leicestershire)  Regiment  ”  has  16  pearls,  Colonel  Carruthers’  badge 
in  the  Queen’s  Royal  Surrey  Regimental  museum  has  18,  while  Captain  L.  W. 
Hart’s  badge,  now  in  the  writer’s  collection,  has  20. 

All  recipients  of  the  Order  were  also  holders  of  the  Ghuznee  medal,  and  where 
ascertainable,  brief  particulars  of  the  other  awards  held  are  noted  below.  It  may 
be  of  interest  to  note  that  although  many  of  the  holders  of  the  Order  had  been 
sufficiently  long  in  the  service  to  have  taken  part  in  campaigns  rewarded  by  the 
Army  of  India  medal,  and  some  in  fact  had  served  in  the  Peninsula  and  at  Waterloo, 
very  few  remained  to  serve  in  the  Indian  Mutiny. 

First  Class  Awards. 

Auckland,  Earl  of,  G.C.B.  (1784-1849).  Governor-General  of  India.  This  was  the 
only  “  honorary  ”  award  of  the  Order. 

Burnes,  Lieut. -Col.  Sir  Alexander,  C.B.  (1805-41).  21st  Bombay  N.I.  Envoy  to 
Dost  Mahomed  in  1836,  and  political  officer  with  the  army  at  Cabul,  where  he  was  slain  in 
the  massacre  in  1841. 

Cotton,  Maj.-Gen.  (later  General)  Sir  Willoughby,  G.C.B.,  K.C.H.  (1783-1860). 
3rd  Guards.  Commander  Bengal  Infantry  Div.  of  Army  of  the  Indus.  Dooranie  gazetted 
17  September  1839.  Sir  W.  Cotton’s  decorations,  comprising  the  stars  and  badges  of  the 
G.C.B. ,  K.C.H.  and  Dooranie  Empire,  3-bar  M.G.S.,  1  bar  Army  of  India,  gold  Burma 
and  Ghuznee  medals  were  offered  for  sale  in  Baldwin’s  catalogue  of  July  1948  for  £325. 
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Keane,  Lieut. -Gen.  Sir  John  (later  Lord),  G.C.B.,  G.C.H.  (1781-1844).  43rd  foot. 
Commander  of  British  Army.  Held  Peninsula  Gold  Medal  with  2  bars.  Dooranee  gazetted 
17  September  1839. 

Macnaghten,  Sir  William  Hay.  (1793-1841).  Envoy  to  Shah  Shooja.  Murdered  with 
Sir  Alexander  Burnes  and  their  party  in  Cabul,  1841.  Dooranee  gazetted  17  September  1839. 

Sale,  Lieut. -Col.  Sir  Robert  Henry,  K.C.B.  (Later  Maj.-Gen.,  G.C.B.).  (1782-1845). 

13th  foot.  Commanded  advanced  brigade,  1839-40.  Served  at  Seringapatam,  1799;  capture 
of  Isle  of  France,  1810;  and  first  Burmese  War.  Defender  of  Jellalabad.  Died  of  wounds, 
Moodkee,  1845. 

Wade,  Lieut. -Col.  Sir  Claude  Martine,  Kt.,  C.B.  (1794-1861).  45th  Bengal  N.I.  Held 
medal  for  Cabul  and  Sikh  Order  of  Bright  Star  of  Punjab.  Dooranie  gazetted  29  June  1841. 

Willshire,  Colonel  Sir  Thomas,  Bt.,  K.C.B.  (Later  General,  G.C.B.).  (1789-1862). 

38th  foot.  Commanded  2nd  (Bombay)  Div.  Army  of  the  Indus.  Served  in  Peninsula. 

Second  Class  Awards. 

Arnold,  Colonel  Robert.  (1793-1839).  16th  Light  Dragoons.  Commanded  Cavalry

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  December  meeting  of  the 
Society  Mr.  Blunt  presented  the  Lhotka  Memorial 
Award  for  1964  to  Mr.  David  R.  Sear  for  his  book 
Roman  Coins  and  their  Values. 

Dr.  J.  P.  C.  Kent  read  a  paper  on  “  The  Fel.  Temp. 
Reparatio  coinage  of  Constantius  II  and  Constans.”  He 


said  that  Dr.  Mattingly’s  date  of  348  a.d.  for  the  incep¬ 
tion  of  this  coinage,  based  on  its  association  by  type 
and  legend  with  the  Golden  Age  “  restored  ”  at  the 
eleventh  centenary  of  the  foundation  of  Rome,  was 
corroborated  on  numismatic  grounds.  In  the  East,  the 
vot  xx  mvlt  xxx  bronzes  of  Constantius  II  which 
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precede  the  “  Fel.  Temps.”  can  be  securely  dated  (by 
reference  to  the  accompanying  Antiochene  vot  xv 
mvlt  xx  pieces  of  Constans)  to  347-8  and  furnish  a 
secure  terminus  post  quern. 

The  types  of  the  “  Fel.  Temp.”  coinage  are  better 
explained  as  an  official  commentary  on  the  great 
military  feats  of  the  joint  reign,  while  the  more  specific 
references  to  the  deeds  of  Constans  supports  the  view 
that  its  legend  and  imagery,  like  other  outstanding 
designs  of  the  late  Empire  were  created  and  developed 
at  the  mint  of  Rome  itself.  After  an  initial  brief 
striking  of  silver  at  Rome  the  coinage  began  with  issues 
in  three  denominations  of  bronze,  at  5.2  gm„  4.5  gm. 
and  2.6  gm.  Apart  from  differentiated  types,  the 
middle  denomination  was  characterised  by  an  elaborate 
left  facing  bust,  and  later  by  the  imposition  in  the  West 
of  a  mark  of  value  N,  the  larger  coin  being  marked  a. 

This  coinage  system  continued  after  the  death  of 
Constans,  though  the  small  denomination  survived  only 
in  the  Balkans,  the  Ns  (for  a  short  while  only)  in  Italy. 
Magnentius  quickly  abandoned  the  Fel.  Temp. 
Reparatio  ”  formula  for  “  Gloria  Romanorum  ”  (another 
Rome  creation),  but  Constantius  retained  it,  and  it 
reappeared  in  the  West  with  his  successul  campaigns  of 
352  and  353.  The  A  denomination  now  reduced  in 
weight  to  4.5  gm.  and  additionally  marked  jlxxii  at 
Aquileia  and  Siscia,  continued  to  oe  struck  until  the 
end  of  that  year  when  it  gave  wTay  to  a  2.6  gm.  series. 
This  coinage  always  illustrated  the  “  Falling  Florseman  ” 
theme,  and  was  much  subject  to  forgery.  It  may 
have  been  some  revaluation  in  connection  with  govern¬ 
ment  attempts  to  stem  this  which  led  to  the  appearance 
of  the  mark  m  on  the  final  issues  of  this  type  in  356-7. 
The  “  Fel.  Temp.”  coinage  ended  in  357  where  it  had 
begun,  at  Rome,  with  a  fine  Rome  solidus  in  the  name 
of  Julian  Caesar.

Birmingham  Medal  Soc.  On  Tuesday,  November 
17th,  at  the  White  Florse,  Birmingham,  our  Chairman, 
J.  F.  Loffet,  gave  the  Society  an  illustrated  talk  on 
Gallantry  Medals. 

We  brought  along  many  fine  colour  slides  of  his 
collection  to  illustrate  the  talk  together  with  a  choice 
selection  of  some  of  his  magnificent  collection  of 
Gallantry  medals  and  decorations.  This  lecture  would 
have  provided  interest  for  several  evenings,  but  we  were 
fortunate  that  M.  Loffet  was  able  to  condense  so  much 
information  into  two  hours. 

On  Thursday,  December  3rd,  J.  K.  D.  Cooper,  a 
member  of  the  Society  and  exponent  on  Naval  medals, 
lectured  to  us  on  this  subject  at  our  Chairman’s  home 
in  Edgbaston.  Members  were  asked  to  bring  along 
Naval  medals  to  illustrate  the  subject,  and  some  very 
interesting  pieces  were  shown.  The  lecture  covered 
the  period  1588  to  near  the  present  date.  Although  it 
was  not  possible  to  see  medals  of  the  Elizabethan  period 
we  were,  however,  able  to  see  some  excellent  pre- 
Peninsular  period  medallions.  Of  the  N.G.S.  actions 
covering  1793-1840,  a  number  of  medals  were  shown 
including  some  with  multiple  bars;  one  of  which  had  a 
bar  for  frigate  action  of  1798,  and  Trafalgar  to  an  A.B. 
who  served  on  the  Victory. 

Mr.  Cooper’s  own  selection  were  all  in  mint  condition, 
and  many  were  to  officers  of  long  service,  covering 
most  of  the  important  campaigns  mentioned  in  his  talk. 

Cambridgeshire  Num.  Soc.  A  large  gathering 
of  members  braved  the  rain  to  attend  the  January 
meeting  of  the  C.N.S.  and  those  present  were  amply 
rewarded  by  the  presentation  of  an  outstanding  display 
of  Greek  coins  by  J.  W.  Clarke. 

Commencing  with  a  6th  century  tetradrachm  of 
Athens,  Mr.  Clarke  passed  round  about  35  coins  which 
illustrated  the  range  of  the  coinage,  the  excellence  of 
the  Greek  die  cutting,  and  the  diversity  of  the  types  to 
be  found.  Following  roughly  a  geographical  journey 
from  Sicily,  through  Italy  and  the  Greek  mainland  to 
Egypt,  most  of  the  coins  shown  by  Mr.  Clarke  were  from 
the  finest  periods  of  Greek  art,  but  some  later  pieces  to 
the  time  of  Claudius  added  a  fresh  facet  of  interest. 

No  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by  listing  all  the 
coins  shown,  but  one  comment  should  be  made  about 
the  large  majority  of  them — the  exceptional  state  of 


preservation  and  quality,  and  the  whole  display  was 
enhanced  by  Mr.  Clarke’s  commentary  upon  each  coin 
and  his  descriptions  of  the  types.

Huddersfield  Num.  Soc.  Two  short  papers 
dealirg  with  the  subject  of  tokens  were  presented  at  the 
meeting  held  on  7th  December  before  an  audience  of 
twenty-two,  including  three  visitors. 

Mr.  C.  Peel  of  Pudsey  based  his  paper  on  one  orig¬ 
inally  given  by  A.  J.  S.  Brook,  which  dealt  with  the  Com¬ 
munion  Tokens  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  and  he  exhib¬ 
ited  over  a  hundred  specimens.  The  speaker  pointed  out 
that  from  the  Reformation  to  only  a  century  ago  in 
Scotland  there  was  no  more  familiar  object  than  the 
Communion  token  although  in  fact  its  origin  cannot  be 
attributed  to  Scotland.  From  early  times  it  is  probable 
that  such  a  token  was  used  in  all  oath-bound  secret 
societies.  They  were  used  by  the  Greeks  and  Romans 
for  identifying  those  who  had  been  initiated  into  the 
Eleusinian  and  other  kindred  mysteries.  During  the 
persecution  they  were  used  for  the  purpose  of  excluding 
the  uninitiated  and  preventing  the  entrance  of  spies  into 
the  religious  gatherings.  In  more  recent  times  in  Scotland 
the  tokens  were  used  to  ensure  admittance  to  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper;  before  such  a  token 
was  issued,  however,  the  would-be  candidate  had  to 
satisfy  the  minister  as  to  his  understanding  of  the 
Scriptures. 

Mr.  P.  J.  Cardno  of  Huddersfield  spoke  of  the  token 
coinage  of  Great  Britain  and  his  paper  was  profusely 
illustrated  by  some  three  hundred  fine  tokens  exhibited 
by  Mr.  G.  W.  Bower  and  by  some  fifty  love  tokens 
shown  by  G.  J.  Oates.  In  the  opinion  of  the  speaker 
tokens  play  a  more  important  part  in  the  history  of  the 
country  than  even  the  regal  pieces  do;  issued  by  the 
people,  they  tell  of  the  people  and  have  become  an 
almost  imperishable  record  of  that  most  important 
estate  of  the  realm.  They  indicate  to  us  their  occu¬ 
pations  and  their  skills;  their  customs  and  their  modes 
of  life;  their  trades,  their  costumes  and  their  towns. 
The  speaker  carefully  outlined  the  various  reasons 
responsible  for  the  issuing  of  the  tokens  in  the  17th, 
18th  and  19th  centuries  and  gave  at  the  same  time  an 
insight  into  the  lives  of  the  community  during  these 
periods.  Particular  mention  wras  made  of  the  work  of 
forgers  and  the  measures  adopted  to  try  and  end  this 
activity.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  whilst  in  1125 
Bishop  Roger  of  Salisbury  commanded  all  the  forgers 
to  be  deprived  of  their  right  hands,  in  China,  the  govern¬ 
ment  rounded  up  the  best  forgers  and  offered  them 
employment  in  the  Imperial  Mint.  The  “  Royal 
Swindle  ”  of  James  I  in  1613  was  also  noted  as  these 
farthing  tokens  had  a  crowned  harp  on  the  reverse 
possibly  implying  that  the  coins  might  be  shipped  to 
Ireland  if  too  much  disapproval  was  shown  in  Britain. 

By  the  time  the  issuing  of  tokens  was  prohibited  by 
Act  of  Parliament  in  1817  they  had  served  many  useful 
purposes:  besides  providing  change  when  the  Govern¬ 
ment  had  failed  to  do  so  they  helped  to  decrease 
forgeries:  they  were  an  important  aid  to  advertising 
and  they  helped  in  the  education  of  the  working  classes.

Wessex  Num.  Soc.,  Bournemouth.  At  the 

January  meeting  of  the  above  Society  members  were 
brilliantly  entertained  with  well  over  200  coloured 
slides  made  by  Richard  Du  Cane  who  spoke  at  great 
length,  and  in  such  a  delightful  manner  on  “  Hadrian’s 
Wall.” 

This  being  one  of  the  chief  Roman  antiquities  in 
Europe,  Hadrian’s  Wall  extended  from  Wallsend- 
on-Tyne  to  Bowness-on-Solway.  73  English  or  80 
Roman  miles.  Building  began  in  a.d.  122  when  the 
Emperor  Hadrian  visited  Britain.  The  original  purpose 
was  frontier  control  and  signalling  ;  but  soon  it  became 
necessary  to  station  units  of  the  field  army  in  forts, 
which  ultimately  numbered  17. 

At  every  Roman  mile  stood  a  castle,  and  between 
each  pair  of  milecastles  were  two  turrets.  East  of  the 
river  Irthing  the  wall  was  built  of  stone,  westward  it 
was  turf  or  clay,  rebuilt  in  stone  after  a.d.  160.  Thick¬ 
ness  varied  between  6  and  9  feet.  The  highest  point, 
on  Winshields  Crag,  is  1230  feet  above  sea  level. 

In  front  of  the  wall  was  a  V-shaped  ditch.  Behind 
it  ran  a  communicating  road,  and  south  of  that  was  an 
earthwork,  now  called  the  Vallum,  20-30  feet  across. 

Finely  preserved  portions  can  be  reached  from 
Corbridge,  Hexham,  Haltwhistle  and  Brampton.  Most 
of  the  sections  in  the  care  of  the  iViinistry  of  Works  are 
in  the  western  outskirts  of  Newcastle;  near  Chollerford, 
or  near  Gilsland.  They  include  the  Roman  military 
base  at  Corbridge  (not  strictly  part  of  the  wrall);  forts 
at  Chesters  and  Housesteads,  milecastles,  turrets,  and 
long  stretches  of  the  wall  itself. 

Being  the  owner  of  the  fort  of  Carrawburgh  on 
Hadrian’s  Wall,  Richard  Du  Cane’s  enthusiasm  for  this 
great  monument  “  rubbed  off  ”  on  all  of  us,  and  we 
could  not  help  but  wish  that  we  had  been  there  when 
the  Roman  “  washing  well  ”  was  discovered  with  its 
hoard  of  several  thousand  coins  in  1871 ! 

Num.  Soc.  of  Ireland.  1.  At  the  Annual  General 
Meeting  of  the  society  J.  R.  W.  Dick,  of  Aviemore, 
Foxrock,  Co.  Dublin,  was  elected  Hon.  Secretary.  A 
sub-committee  is  to  be  set  up  which  will  act  as  a  lia’.son 
between  the  Southern  and  Northern  branches.  W.  A. 
Seaby,  of  the  Ulster  Museum,  read  a  page  on  the 
“  Castlecomer  Colliery  Tokens.” 

2.  A  coin  auction  was  held  on  20th  November  and 
from  much  available  material,  one  hundred  lots  were 
offered.  The  honorary  auctioneer,  Dr.  Went,  disposed 
of  these  in  record  time  to  some  keen  bidding,  being  ably 
assisted  by  Professor  Brindley  and  Kevin  O’Kelly, 
and  over  fifty  pounds  was  bid. 

3.  On  1 1th  December,  Lt.  Col.  H.  D.  Gallwey  spoke 
on  the  great  hoard  of  Third  Century  antoniniani 
discovered  at  Jimena,  Southern  Spain. 

In  the  late  1930’s,  some  peasant  farmers  found  a  very 
large  hoard  of  third  century  Atoniniani  while  digging 
the  foundations  for  a  farm  building  near  Jimena,  about 


twenty-five  miles  north  of  Gibraltar.  The  coins  were 
in  a  large  earthenware  jar  and  the  speaker  bought  a  great 
deal  of  unsorted  coins  from  the  farmer,  who  had  thrown 
them  on  the  floor  of  a  loft.  Only  after  careful  w  ashing  and 
cleaning  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  could  the  coins  be 
recognized.  Between  these  and  some  others  in  private 
hands.  Col.  Gallwey  examined  and  listed  some  29,850 
coins  and  he  considers  that  this  enormous  figure  repre¬ 
sents  between  two-thirds  and  three-quarters  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  hoard.  He  took  two  unsorted  batches  of  one  thousand 
coins  and  worked  out  a  percentage  distribution  by 
reigns,  and  the  two  sets  of  figures  agreed  remarkably  well. 
The  main  proportion  of  the  coins  came  from  the  reigns 
of  Valerian  I.  (about  9%),  Gallienus  (72%)  and  Salonina 
(131  "0).  The  most  recent  coins  present  indicated  that 
the  hoard  had  been  concealed  in  266  or  267  a.d.  Most 
of  the  coins  were  minted  in  Rome  but  the  eastern  mints 
were  very  well  represented,  particularly  by  coins  of  the 
usurpers  Macrianus  and  Quietus,  while  the  Gallic  mints 
were  poorly  represented.  This,  together  with  the  fine 
condition  of  most  of  the  eastern  coins,  suggests  that  the 
hoard  came  by  sea  with  a  military  unit  transferred  from 
the  Eastern  Mediterranean  to  Southern  Spain  about 
266  a.d. 

Col.  Gallwey  proceeded  to  describe  the  coins  by 
reigns  and  mints  in  more  detail,  and  the  great  impor¬ 
tance  of  a  large  hoard  as  an  indicator  of  rarity  and  in 
establishing  the  sequence  and  minting  during  the 
appropriate  period  became  apparent.  This  was 
particularly  so  for  the  combined  reign  of  Valerian  and 
his  son  Gallienus  (253-259  a.d.)  and  of  Gallienus  alone 
(256-268  a.d.).  Included  in  this  period  were  the  issues 
of  the  emperors  Macrianus  and  Quietus,  proclaimed  by 
the  Roman  forces  in  Syria  after  the  capture  of  Valerian. 
Col.  Gallwey  displayed  some  trays  of  coins  from  the 
hoard,  including  a  unique  series  of  Macrianus  and 
Quietus  and  also  a  very  rare  coin  of  Cornelia  Supera, 
wife  of  Aemilian.  The  hoard  has  been  described  in 
detail  by  the  speaker  in  his  paper  in  the  Numismatic 
Chronicle  (seventh  series  Vol.  II,  1962)  and  partly  by 
Dr.  H  Mattingly,  (Numismatic  Chronicle,  19541.

Jupiter.  The  statues  of  the  three  divinities  were 
placed  in  the  same  manner  that  they  are  repre¬ 
sented  ou  the  medal,  in  which  we  see  Minerva 
occupying  the  place  of  precedence  to  Juno.  It 
was  certainly  the  custom  at  Rome  to  render  to 
Pallas  the  first  honours  after  Jupiter.  Thus 
Horace,  speaking  of  t  he  god,  says — “  Proximos 
illi  tamen  occupavit  Pallas  honoresP  On  a 
brass  medallion  of  Trajan,  the  three  divinities  of 


the  Capitol  arc  represented  standing,  Minerva 
being  on  the  right  of  J upiter. 

Eor  the  same  reason  there  appear  on  a  medal 
of  Antoninus  Pius  the  birds  consecrated  to  these 
three  deities,  in  the  order  above  described,  viz., 
the  eagle  in  the  middle,  the  owl  of  Minerva  on 
the  right,  and  the  peacock  of  Juno  on  the  left.

Jovianus  (Flavius  Claudius ),  born  in  Pan- 
nonia  (a.d.  331)  son  of  Varronianus,  an  illustrious 
nobleman  of  that  province.  lie  distinguished 
himself  in  the  war  against  the  Persians,  during 
the  reign  of  Julian  the  Apostate,  at  whose  death 
he  was  elected  emperor  by  the  army.  Compelled 
by  necessity,  he  agreed  to  conditions  of  peace 
with  Sapor,  far  from  honourable  to  the  Romans. 
Though  luxurious  and  even  dissolute  in  his 
manners,  Jovian  possessed  many  excellent 
qualities;  he  was  watchful  over  the  tranquillity 
aud  zealous  for  the  happiness  of  his  subjects.  He 
recalled  the  bishops  and  priests  whom  Julian  had 
banished,  and  was  judiciously  promoting  the 
restoration  of  Christianity  through  the  empire, 
when  he  died  suddenly  in  Bithvnia,  a.d.  364, 
after  reigning  little  more  than  four  months. — 
His  style  is  d.n.  fl.  c.  iovianvs.  p.  f.  avg.  ; 

or  D.N.  IOVIANVS  P.F.  AVG. 


His  brass  coins,  of  which  an  example  is  here 
given,  are  scarce ;  silver  rare ;  gold  very  rare. 

Jovinus,  the  most  noble  of  the  Gallic  chiefs, 
in  the  reign  of  Ilonorius,  assumed  the  imperial 
purple  in  the  Gaulish  provinces,  a.d.  411.  He 
was,  however,  taken  prisoner  by  Adolphus, 
King  of  the  Goths,  and  put  to  death  a.d.  413. 
On  his  coins,  which  are  all  of  extreme  rarity,  he 
is  styled  d.n.  iovinvs  p.  f.  avg. 

I.  S.  Juno  Sispita. — I.  S.  Jussu  Senatus. 

ISIS,  the  most  ancient  and  most  celebrated  of 
the  Egyptian  divinities.  Her  husband  was  Osiris, 
the  symbol  of  the  sun  and  of  the  source  of  all 
fertility.  Amongst  the  various  foreign  deities 
whose  worship  became  in  time  introduced  among 
the  Romans,  Isis  appears  to  have  been  one  of 
the  greatest  favourites  of  that  superstitious 
people.  In  Rome  itself  she  had  several  temples, 
the  ceremonies  in  which,  whatever  might  be 
their  mystic  meaning,  real  or  pretended,  teemed 
with  abominations.  The  festivals  of  this  goddess 
were  indeed  so  frequently  marked  by  indecencies
